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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record, Kazunobu (JP 6-7135), Meyer (US 6,177,1 15), and Kazuo (JP 2-182157) all disclose a 
method of pressure processing a product with a carrier using a pressure media. Furthermore, all 
three references disclose use of an insulated product carrier. However, none disclose an 
insulation material having adiabatic heating properties such that the material exhibits a 
compression temperature change of 3-10 °C for a 100 MPa pressure change.
